The offlclal press bureau chimes 
In with the following statement: 

"Wltb reference to a so-called In- 
i.rview with Mr. Cobb: 

••Although Lord Kitchener saw 
Mr. Cobb for a few minutes. Octo- 
ber, 21, nothing in the nature of a 
special iutervlew was granted, and 
the remarks attributed to the Secre- 
tary of State are imaginary." 

Cobb, in answer, says he saw Lord 
Kitchener through arrangement of a 
third party for about to minutes, 
that he reproduced his conversation 
ivitb Kitchener as exactly as he 
could, and is sure that he quoted 
him correctly. 

Those who know Cobb's work as 
a reporter In Kentucky feel positive 
that Lord Kitchener said just the 
things that Cobb quoted him as say- 
ing, and in practically the same 
words that Cobb used. 

It is noticable that l^ord Kilclieti- 
•t does not deny the Interview. The 
llrltlsh official press bureau takes it 
upon itself to enter a denial. No 
doubt the oflhial press bureau is ap- 
palled by the fact that an American 
newspaper man should get an inter- 
view with Lord Kitchener contrary 
to the wishes of the official bureau. 

Nothing that Cobb himself lias 
ever written Is quite so funny as the 
surprise of his • lordships official 
representative that it should have 
been regarded possible that Lord 
Kitchener used such expressions." 

If the mutter Is referred to Lord 
Kitchener no doubt thut blunt and 
plain-spoken old soldier will surprise 
tils lordships official representative 
still more. 

At any rule, Cobb's Kentucky 
friends fee] Certain that then \- 
nothing wrong with the Interview. 

The following is, in part, the in- 
terview whieh Lord Kitchener de- 
nies having given expression to. 

"The> (the Ueruiaus) are right in 
one regard," he (Lord Kitchener! 
said slowly; "it will take longer 
than a year to end this war. Hut they 
ire wrong In auother regard; tttaj 
are wroug when they think they are 
going to win, if indeed in their 
hearts they honestly think that 
They are not golug to win. 

"Their campaign in the wvst is a 
failure It Is a failure already, and 
it will become more and more a fail- 
ure as time passes. When an army 
of invasion ceases to Invade, that 
ami has lost Its principal I unction, 
and has failed in its principal ob- 
ject. .When that army hides Itself 
,„ trenches, and limits at long range, 
it Is doing nothing except waste it 
self; and especially Is that true 
whuu (hal army, having reached Its 
minimum of three yeurs, I think 
,iveuess months before, is now los- 
ing in all those essentials. • » • 

"This war Is going on until Oer- 
uiany is defeated There is no other 
...lllillgeucy." 

Lord Kllchcuer." I (Cobbi usk- 
ad| "in your opinion hou long Mill 
mis war last?" 

'Not less than three years,' hg 
said, "It will etui only when Ger- 
many Is thoroughly defeatnl. not be- 
i ore— defeated on laud and sea. 
That the allies will win is certain. 



That for us to win will require a 
minimum of three years I think 
probable.

"That it will end in n month from 
now or six mouths or a year, I do

building- and slocks of the lloston 
Store and Bay nhuiu'.- drug store. 

On the night of the lire George 
Sawaya was out of the city, but re- 
turned a day or so afterward and 
(hen left ostensibly tor Louisville to 
have his insurance adjusted and had 
not re(urued up to Sunday. 

It is said Mi, it iiiiiocrous circum- 
stances have been brought to light, 
all pointing to the lire being of In- 
cendiary origin at the hands of Sa- 
waya.

of Ia>s Angeles -Drs. P. M . Wil- 
limns;, C. S. Hutchinson and W. B. 
llolman a most modern marvel in 
medical scleuce was witnessed at 
Good Samaritan Hospital to-day In 
the restoration to life of Mrs. Wal- 
ter W. Akera after she had been 
"dead" for nt least 10 minutes. 

"The ' raising' was not from a 
theoretical death or a state of 
coma." said Dr. Williams 

"Mrs. Akers wns actually dead. 
Her heart had ceased its functions 
and there was no pulse and her gyei 
were tixed in the stare that to every 
medical man spells the eternal sleep. 

"The end came during a major 
operation for laparotomy Dr. Ilol- 
tnan. who «as administering the an- 
aesthetic was tirst to notice dissolu- 
tion. 

Air Akers, who was waiting in 
an adjoining room, was summoned 
and realized all was over, whefl 
seemingly by intuition I began to 
get busy. 

"I worked hard to prodece artili- 
clal respiration by the usual meth- 
ods, but failed. Then Dr. Hutchin- 
son slowly inserted his linger 
through the incision made in the ab- 
dominal wall during the course of 
the operation until the dlaphrain 
was reached. 

"With one finger on top of the 
heart, his thumb on the bottom, be 
made a slight compression, then an- 
other and another until his hand 
was contracting and dilating the or- 
gan of lit.' in simulation of heart 
throbs. 

"lie was rewarded in a moment 
by an expansion of the heurt. and 
then, as the orgun gradually grew 
stronger in Its heats, blood begau to 
flow through the arteries. 

"lie ititensilied this Willi oxygen 
and other artificial respiration, and 
after a lew moment; of this Deal I [\ mm j 
nient the lungs reluctantly look up 
their burden. 

"The patient rallied wonderfully 
fast, and within 1.". minutes another 
anesthetic was administered in or- 
der to complete the tirst operation. 

"Mrs. Akera Is now resting well, 
and I believe is on the road to re- 
covery." 

Dr. Hutchison Inter said the op- 
erations lasted two hours, and were 
just us described by Dr. Williams. 

A complete record of the .use is 
now being prepared for medical 
journals.

Of the million Uelghm rsfagags 
who lied into Holland at the begin- 
ning "f the war, 800,000 peniilless 
ones rpinaln. One-half of these are 
living In th.- IWe southern provinces 
of Mriibant and Zealand. The re- 
maider are divided among Son com- 
munities.

camps. situated on tin- dunes of 
Heath and at other healthful spots, 
For this purpose a special budget <" 
about $1 ,r»0«t.0H0 lias been passed, 
to cover the expenses until January.

Taking It all to- 
gether, about one-half of the food 
which we send to Belgium is paid 
for, so when the American people 
contribute two shiploads of food 
they anabta us to buy one more car- 
no.
